"The coal production in our section 
of the country has Kieatly increased 
the last year or two," went on Mr., 
Buckingham, "ond 1918 will be the 
banner year In this phrtlcular.

Hp.-aklnK of the tobacco cropa Mr..

He added that men familiar with to-

It la, perhaps, well that thu 
Hun shall come ti^teaidi It to them In 
his convincing fashlou and with hhi 
compelling weapons — the lash and the 
bayonet. — Cincinnati Enquirer.

FENSIVE IN FRANCE. 



The grcateHt battle In tlie history 
of the world Ih now 111 lu ISth day In 
eastern France. 

The followintr eztracta from FranlC 
II. Slinond'B Review gives a Kood gen- 
erst Idea of the situation (or the first 
week, And the report la UouKhf up 
to date further along: 

The German offensive besan On 
Thursday, March 21. ]ust two jreara 
and one month to the day after the 
stack u|ion Verdun. 

The front selected, designed by the 
OtTni;i.nB to be the heaviest blow of the 
whol« war In the west and to procure 
a decision In the war, by crushinx the 
Britlah mllltarr ft>rces In France, was 
some flftjr miles In extaot, nearly 
twice «■ wide as the IMiata of aU |ire- 
vious ST«at attacks. 

'Ill tbls front, as nowhere else, the 
( M-rinajifl held the advantageous po- 
•lUoi>% because they had retired from 
Aroat to a new line selected 
.WmmandenH after the battle 
oaune, and had baen able to

■Niona the Oermans had an adwtace 
oommunlcallona due to two tklnsa 
first the fact that the redoa of fYaaos 
between Cambrai and St Quentin is 
served by many .lateral railways and 
several trunk lines; aecond, to the cir 
sumataaoea that tba Britlah on the line 
here bad behihd them the devastated 
araa over whleh tlie Gentinns h.id re 
ti<ah|ed In March oC last j i .tr deMu-uy 
' bW-«U roada Ibrtdsea and habitations 
•uiA iMTtas A deaert While the Brit- 
lah had bnllt aome roada and rallwaya 
•oroas this Umiift their communloa- 
tlona were far poorer than at any oth- 
er sector from the sea to the Otse. 

As it has so far been disclosed Oer- 
B>an Btratecy was comprehended In the 
determination to strike oas mors blow 
exactly auch aa was undertaken In the 
Ifurne cam^alKn. The Oermans be- 
lieved that 'if they could defeat and 
deatroy the Southern half of the Brit- 
lah armies in Ftanqt drive a gap be- 
tween British armlea and French, and 
rol! the former back through Amiens 
upon the coast and the latter upon 
Paris thM the moral and the military 
ftffert ttt.ttttll success would bo to 
compel the Fkvnch and the British to 
pgosent U> a German peace. 

Th* Arlillary CeiKtntration. 

In preparation for this gigantic blow 
the Oermana concentrated on the se- 
lected front the majiy part of all the 
artillery In the poaaeas l un of the Cen- 
.tral powers, the German and Austrian 
guns relea.scd from the Kast as a re- 
sult of the Russian collapse, the guns 
captured ftpm Italy and such nCw sup- 
plies as bad been manufactured. No 
such ri)nc«ti{r&t(on of artiUary kas 

trcfu known In human history. 

The main idea of German strategy 
was the central notion of all previous 
Weatem oOanalveat namely to oblit- 
erate the eaamy trench linea by a 
tremendo a bombardment and then 
puf lk ttHSsugh the gap thua opened, and, 
drilrttir the British before them de- 
stroy ihem in the devastated area and 
open a gap In thft whole Allied po- 
sition, thna oompsOlBC a return to the 
war of movement, tn which the Oer- 
mans believed their troops and their 
officers were superior to the volunteer 
armi^i* of Hrilain. 

Hitherto In Western warfare the 
major efforts to break through have In- 
variably failed because the artillery 
preptiration has not succeeded In d«'- 
stroying all the trenches and <li uiis. .« 
or In destroylnic them before reserves 
could come up t>ehlnd the. danger 
Point. Invariably, too the asaallant 
has been hindered after initial suc- 
cess by bia InabiUtx to bmt* M* bm^Y 
^«rtni6ry forward to kesp U» wltli his 
tniantry. Th« rssult baa bMB In the 
WaM that In every cm* the attack 
lliui bsea halted some five or six miles 
(Nat its stating point and there has 
been no break through. 

In the present instance tbs Osfinans 
concentrated hia heavy artinery in 
such quantities that he hoped and 
emectcd to destroy all the dafenae aya- 
tH» oC hla toe at the first ttombard- 
MBt— ftrat, aeoond -and third Unea 
alike — and then push on with his In- 
fantry and avoid the delays Incident 
to the mirvlval of elements of defen.ue 
of his foes. 

On Thursday morning, March !1. 
came the great iMirabardment lasting 
some On boura It surpassed all pry- 
vlaoa artillery actions and it accomp- 
tts main purpose. The whole 
at British defense lines was 
untenable by the end of this 
b«i*«rdment which reached the roads 
tt wilns behind the front line trench- 
es. With the artillery attack went the 
most intense gas emmissions that have 
yet takea place and the Britlah artll- 
lerrmen were compelled to serve their 
guns In gas awsks. In no dalall was 
the German preliminary prv^jctaHon 
more successful than to nnotheriag 
and destroying Brftiah guns. 

On Thursday, despite the intense ar. 
tlllery anion there was little or no 
real infantry advancing on a large 
! ■]■ But on Friday morning the 
I >.. ! burst and the British defense 
aystein. \helr battle posltlona. all the 
intriaUo and elaborate prepioations 
against Just this moment were plereed 
and penetrated, not at all points, but 
at so many points that In thla day and 
the next they had to lie abandoned and 
a general retirement begun. 
By Friday the Germans were atream- 
forw;tr<l in three well dtflned mida- 
they -were pushing down the Ccm- 
i-Faronne-Amlens road and south 
_ _ the St Quontin-Hum-Ni.yonT 
road, which la one of the ni;tin high- 
ways ftnm the north of France to 
Paria.

in the first month of the present war. 
Defeated and outnumbered, with no 
chance of holding hia eneoqr -J^I-.IMW 
immediate future, the probltat 'the 
British conmiander was to retreat pre- 
serving his general front Intact, es- 
caping enveloping movements, which 
should cut off porfloiis of his armies 
and avoiding the insertion of a wedge 
between his armies and the French to 
the south of the Oise and between por- 
tions of his own armies further north, 
until the strategetic reaerves of the 
Allies could intervene. 

On Saturday the Uri'.ish situation 
\v:i.s critical. The northern flank of 
Halg's army waa holding well uiid had 
retired only to the third lines, but 
the center waa crunU>Mne rapidly. 

The situation did nnt iiiM'i"ve on 
Sunday. The British win s.. i.ir wi si 
of all their praparad systems of dr- 
fenaa oo a voir .Wijla front. Hie war 
of position had iiaMi suoeeeded by the 
war of movoment and the Oermana 
were atlU enjoying all the advantages 
Incident to a superior concentration 
of numl>erB and (if artillery 

Not until Tuesday do we discern any 
real improvement of the Britlah pro*' 
pacta. 

Wednesday the Germane are atopped 
north of the Somme with the alngle 
gain of Albert which waa Inalde Brit- 
ish lines when the Somme battis be 
gan. Thence northward the Britlah 
held the weet bank of the Ancre to 
the bend and thence U» .\rraj< the high 
ground which formed a part of their 
original line. 

The Narrowing Wadge. 
The Ocmaa atta^clng front has 
been narrowed from fifty to less than 
inreB^ mflaa and la becoming a dang- 
erous salient, open to attack from the 
northern and southern flanks. On 
more than half the front the German 
advance has practically ceased and 
only in front of Amiens does ths Oar- 
man push atlll remain dangeroua and 
unchecked. Accordingly the almple 
problem now posed is whether by de- 
laying angagements or by ooaotar at- 
taeka the Allies can althor halt or 
throw bade the Ctannan point, whldi 
la Btni driving into their Unaa 

We <ian thua aee roughly what the 
Oermana have and have not aecomp- 
llahed In this first week. They have 
broken thraugh. they have scored the 
grteteat saoosss 4a trench warfare and 
captured thooaands of prisoners, hun- 
dreds of guns and almost Incalcuable 
amount of war material. They have 
ad\-anced more than twenty-five nailex 
on a wl4e front, tliey%«ve in a week 
regained ground w|iieh coat the Britiah 
and French a year of i.'ampaignlng and 
exceedingly heavy cost In casualties. 
They have restored a war of movemenr 
and they havv demonstrated that the 
war of poaltion can. at least temporari- 
ly, be Interrupts^ provided the asaall- 
ant is willing to- apend.'tha men and 
tb9 munitions, 

Further than this there ia no blink- 
ing the fact that at many moments 
the Germans have been tin the edge 
of a supreme success which wou!(< 
follow from the breaking of the Brit> 
ish lines and the driving of a wed^ 
either between portlona of the British 
army or between the Vrititb and tba 
frencb arniles. Maurice concedea th*t 
there was de:idly peril of this on Sat- 
urday and again on Monday nortb of 
the SomsM, whlls mmtk of the Bontma 
the peril baa been oonatant and :1a 
not yat quit* aboliahed. 

What Oarmans Have Net Dona. 

Now the single thing ^the Oermans 
liave not yet succeeded' in doing is 
breaking down the continuity of the 
enemy line or destroying the foreea 
on hia front by the weieht of hia blow. 
Juat aa the French troops, who were 
holding the line In front of Verdun, 
hung On until Petain arrived wlih his 
reserve army, giving up cmunit tint 
holding back the flood, the British have 
huaf on. atrlklng and retreating for 
the flrat week and the last half of the 
week haa seen a slowing down of Ger- 
man pace, due perhaps In part to the 
difficulties of transport and the grow- 
ing weariness of their men, but in part 
too, to the arrival of local British re- 
serves and tb* atUfonlnf of BriUsh re.
